France Running Wild 


T 


HE position adopted by Great Britain in its 


intercourse with France indicates that for 


fll practical purposes, the entente which won 
the war is near its end. This is no doubt a 
serious step, but British logic which backs this 
seems invincible. 


In a word Great Britain makes it plain that 


if France continues a policy which makes it 
impossible for Germany to make substantial 
payments, England.will have to run its own af- 
fairs upon its own hook, and will no longer de- 
fer demanding payment of France's obliga- 
tions to Great Britain. The United States will 
soon have to adopt or reject the British policy, 
jt would seem. Premier Poincare makes it plain 
that shortly he will ask Uncle Sam what por- 
tion of French indebtedness to the United 
States this country expects to receive. Thus 
there will be forced upon our country a deci- 
sion which many think it should have made 
long since. The government has repeatedly been 
urged to use France's indebtedness as a club 
to compel an alteration of French policy relat- 
ing to Germany. In asking to what extent thy 
United States expects France to pay its just 
bills, France has raised exactly this issue. And 
ii would seem that America's answer should 


..be conditional, depending upon whether France 


is willing to abandon its program for the des- 
truction-of Germany, a policy which has inflict- 
ed hardship upon the entire world by the prac- 
tical destruction of commerce. 


One wonders why there is not in France any 


statesmanship which realizes that by isolating 
itself that country is damaging its own affairs 
to an extent far beyond anything that can help 
or mar them from Germany alone.

ANTHRACITE coal wage and conditions ne- 
•* gotiations are following the usual course. 
The miners and operators got together and 
heard what each other had to say. Each declar- 
ed the other's demands impossible, and the par- 
ley ended on the strike note—with a string at- 
tached for possible future negotiations. After a 
suitable period of suspense in which the public 
began to be apprehensive a public agency sug- 
gested that they get together again and try it 
over. Each side made some concessions, and 
things looked well, until another hitch arose 
as to interpretation of some clause or phrase. 

Then back together again to 
try to patch it up. All the time the public is 
Mng educated to understand that this business 
of getting fuel for it is a complicated and 
troublesome affair, and trained to expect a suf- 
ficiently high price. There may be a strike or 
there may not. The chances are there won't, 
probably. But all this backing and filling is 
costing the public money in disorganized pro- 
duction and profiteers' opportunity. Miners and 
operators both seem to be crazy, sometimes— 
crazy like a fox !

It is quite possible-that we will never collect 


our loans to France 100 per cent. France is in a 
poor financial condition, which she is making 
vorse progressively. But we have no other argu- 
ment which can even attract French attention, 
unless we should want to fight. If we can't col- 
lect all we have coming, we shall, have to be 
satisfied with less. But it would be poor poli- 
tics to voluntarily waive our claim so long as 
France persists in a policy which keeps the 
world upset and prevents the recuperation of 
Germany.

/""RIME costs the American people more than 
^ three billion dollars a year—or roughly $30 
for every man, woman and child. This is the 
estimate by a company, which bonds employes 
who handle money—cashiers, treasurers, etc. 
It's only part of the real bill, of course, for it 
covers only the visible or reported crimes. Petty 
thefts, which never get publicity, never are 
called to attention of public officials, must 
mount up to a staggering sum each year. 


What do you think is the most costly form of 


crime? Stock frauds, answers Cromwell, pres- 
ident of New York Stock Exchange. He figures 
that swindling by the sale of securities costs 
.the American people a billion dollars a year, 
or a third of the total cost of crime. Fraudulent 
bankruptcies get away with 400 million dollars 
a year. Based on police estimates, the national 
loss from burglary," larceny and general petty 
thefts is only 250 million dollars a year. That 
is amazing-—burglars and other thieves getting 
away with only a fourth as much as the stock 
swindlers. 


Embezzlers make off with 100 million dollars 


a year. Forgers get about the same. A fourth 
of this amount covers railroad freight thefts. \ w

A prominent expert attributes the,increase in 


financial crimes to discontent, envy,'unemploy- 
ment, desire for luxury beyond earning capa- 
city, carelessness of people whose funds are, 
stolen, unfairly low pay, and "widespread dis- 
respect for property rights and law, caused 
partly by the World War." That last reason 
may be the most important one.
